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Capt. H. O. Von Plock, while alone 
in.a 85 foot gasolene launch which 
carried a 300 gallon tank. of the finid, 
met with a thrilling experience last 
Saturday morning, when for six honra 
he contested the right of a fire, whieh 
‘was burning the aft end of the craft, 
to communicate itself to the gasolene 
and to blow everything near into 
smithereens. The launch which is 
known an the Cleopatra, had been sold 
to Mr. Glen Perdue, and Capt. Von 
Plock was todeliver her to the owner. 
He left Baltimore, where the boat had 
undergone a few repairs, about 5 
o'clock Friday afternoon. About three 
o'clock the next morning, while the 
vessel was off Sharps and Poplar la- 
lands, it was discoveted that some 
leaking gasolene hal caught fire and 
the entire rear end of the launch was 
burning. Capt. Von Plock began to 
pour water on the flames, but that 
made matters worse. On acoount of 
the heat, he was unable to get @ the 
engine. The casing and moulding 
about the tank had burned away and 
the Captain expected to hear the ex- 
plosion of the fluid at any moment. 

Presently the launch began to leak 
and tne water rushed in and extin- 
guished part of the fire. By that time 
the stern was almost burned to the 
water's edge. The wind was blowing 
about 14 miles an hour, and the swell 
was running heavy, but despite the 
weather, the craft was kept sfidab by 
the air tanks. It was almost a mira- 
cle that the gasolene tank did not az- 
plode. 

About 10 o'olock in the morning af- 
ter a heavy. fog had. lifted, he was 
sighted by the tug Imperial in between 
Poplar and Sharps Islands, where he 
had drifted during the night. The 
Cleopatra was taken in tow by the tug 
and landed at Canton, badly wrecked. 
The loss by tho fire will not fall upon 
Mr. Perdue, as he was not to have re-

Tho legislator who sells his vote 
traffics in the honor of a sovereign peo- 
ple and prostitutes the trust reposed 
in him. There enn be no offense which 
if allowed to go on, is not fraught with 
grave consequences. It is more fatal 
to civic life than any other crime, for 
it pollutes the stream of law at its 
source. It makes the passage of laws 
mere matters of bargain and sale, 
thwarts justice, enthrones Iniquity 
and renders lawful government im- 
possible. 

“If all official acts were for sale we 
would have a government not of, for 
and by the people, but s governnient 
of, for and by the few with wealth 
enough to purchase official favor. It 
ia the highest duty of every tegistator, 
of every „official and of every citizen 
to do all he can to eradicate this evil, 
which is the greatest enemy to free 
government and the greatest danger | 
that confronts this nation today. | 

“It is not always by taking money | 
that an official may prostitute his | 
trust. He does it whenever he uses 
the power given him to be exercised | 
for the public good for any other pur · 
pose. An official can embezsle ns 
power as well as public inonev. 
in public office has no more right to! 
use official powers for personal ends 
than he would have to put hie handy 
into the public: treasury to pay a pri- 
vate debt. d, 

In order to aid In the investigation 
of rumors of corraption, laws should be 
enacted compelling witnesses to testify 
as to their knowledge of bribery tran- 
sactions and exempting such witnesses 
from prosecution for any matters di- 
rectly or indirectly growing ‘out of 
such testimony. 


Rallroad Passes Scored. 


„When legislator accepts a pass 
he pata it in the knowledge of the 
representatives of the railroad that hel 
has violated the law and ia subject to) 
indictment. This knowledge can be | 
used by the railroad representative to 
club the legislator into submission to 
corporate interesta. 

„It is proper that railroads and all 
interests, quasi-public, should have 
the right to appear before legslative 
committees and present resolutions for 
or against the passage of any bill. 
They likewise should be accorded the 
privilego of addressing the individual 
legislators ina proper way, but the 
maintenance of a professional lobby 
breġda corruption and should not ho 
permitted. Professional lobbying 
shoald be made a crime. The State 
is entitled to have each citizen vote 
in order that tho result of the elections 
may be the just sentiment of the peo 
ple of this State. It would seem to 
be Only just that those who do not 
prise this privilogċ enough to oxer- 
oise. it ‘ought to forfeit it. “Oy

Would Disframchise Non-Voters. 


»The knowledge that failure to vote 
would disfranchise them and make 
them political eunuchs would bring 
home to them a realization of its su- 
preme value. When a corporation ob- 
tains a franchise it is forfeited by the 
non-nse. Apply thia principle to the 
privileges of voting and it will do 
more than anything else to remedy the 
evil of civic indifference that is the 
weakness of a republican form of gov- 
ernment. The benefits of a State pri- 
mary law are at once apparent and 
commend themsol ves to all except those 
who have aselfiah motive in retaining 
present conditions. 

U As another step in the direction of 
government by the people United States 
Senators ought to be elected by the 
people and Missouri should lead the 
demand for a constitutional amend- 
ment providing for this reform. 

„ believe it is the province of the 
Governor of the State to keep the pub. 
lic peace by settling disputes between 
employers and employees, and he 
should make it his business as far as 
possible to dono if the contest involves 
the public interests in any way.” 

The Governor spoke of the necessity 
for good roads and said the State should 
not license gambling in any form, 
whether it be a lottery or pool-selling 
on horse races; and ‘‘the pernicious 
effect on public morals is not leasened 
by requiring a fence to be put around 
the place where the racing is carried 
on. There is no magic in a license 


to change moral wrong into inno- 
cence. '' 


Bryan States His Policy. 


Colonel- William J. Bryan, 
with his wife attended the in- 
anguration of Governor Folk, address- 
ed the Legislature on invitation of 
the Republican House. Colonel Bry- 
an, who was heartily received, con- 
gratulated the people on the election 
of Mr. Folk, because be said, it waa 
the reward for duty well performed.

It would be some days before he would 
grace the court of St. James with his 
andsome person, and a long time 
Would elapse before he would once 
more rejoice in the sight of his be- 
loved bills, When he next returned it 
would not be with the laurels of a 
eonqueror cither! He was to try con- 
clusions once and again with the gen- 
tleman he had so assiduously pursued 
through the Jerseys, and this time— 
aye, anil in the end, too—the honors 
were to be with his antagonist. The 
star and or er of the Bath, which his 
gracious and yencrous Britannic me- 
jesty bad sent over to the new Cnesar, 
General Howe, with so much lauda-

tiou and xo many words of congratula-, 


tion, was to have a little of its lustes 
diminished, and was destined to np- 
pear not quite so glorious as it had 
after Long Island; in fact, Is was soon 
to be scen that it was only a pyro- 
technie star after all, and not in the 
order of heaven! Both of these gentle- 
men were to learn that an army—al- 
most any kind of an army—is always 
dangerous until it is wiped out, and it 
Ia not to be considered us wiped out as 
long as it has any coherent existence 
at all, even jf the coherent existence 
only depends upon the iron will of one 
man—which is another way of saying 
the game is never won until It is ended. 

There was mounting in hot haste in 
New York, und couriers and orders 
streamed over the frozen roads, and 
Lord Cornwallis himself* galloped at 
full speed for Princeton. The caleu- 
lations of n certain number of his ninj- 
estx'e faithful troops were to be rude- 
ly disturbed, and the comfortuble quar- 
ters In which they hnd ensconced theni- 
selves were to be vacated forthwith. 
Concentration, aggregation, synthesis, 
were the words, and this time the rens- 
sembled army was. not to disintegrate 
Into winter quarters until this pestilent 
Mr. Washington was attended to, and 
attended to so effectually that they 
could enjoy the enforced hospitality 
of the surly but substantial Jerseymen 
through the long winter nights undis- 
turbed. 

For his part. Mr. Washington, having 
tasted success, the first renl brillant 
offensive success of the campaign, was 
quite willing to be attended to. In 
fact, Iin a manner which in another sex 
might be called coquettish, he seemed 
to court attention. Having successful- 
ly attacked with his f'rostbitten. ragged 
regiments a detachment, he was now 
to demonstrate to the world that not 
even the presence of an army could 
estop him. . 

Things were not quiet on the Penn- 
sylvania side of the river elther; there 
were such comings and goings in New- 
town as that staid and conservative 
village had never before seen. Our 
two friends, the sad hearted, were both 
busily employed. Talbot bad galloped 
over the familiar road and had electri- 
fled the good people of Philadelphia 
with his news and then had hastened on 
to Baltimore to reassure the spirits of 
the frightened congress. Honest Robert 
Morris was trotting around from door 
to door upon New Year's morning, hat 
In hand, begging for dollars to assist 
his friend George Washington and the 
cause of liberty und the suffering 
army: and Seymour, become as it were 


a soldier, and with Philip for esquire, 
Wus wulung to take what he could 


get, be the amount ever so little, back 
to General Washington. The sailor 
und been granted n further leave of ab- 
Bence by the naval committee at the 
general's urgent request, and was glad 
to learn that he should soon have 
command of the promised ship of war 
which was even then making ready in 
the Delaware. Honest Bentley—be- 
loved of the soldiery in spite of his 
genulnely expressed contempt for land 
warriors—was lending what nid he 
could in keeping up the spirits of the 
men and in other material ways In 
the camp. Some of the clothing, some 
of the guns from the Mellish, some of 
the material captured from tħe' Hes- 
sians bad gone Into the hands and over 
the backs und upon the feet of the 
men. But the clothed and the naked 
were equally happy, for had they not 
done something at last? Aye! They had 
given ussurance that they were men 
to be reckoned with. 

Fired by the example set them by 
the Continentals, the Pennsylvania 
militlu, under Cadwalader and Ewing 
and Mifin, had at last crossed the 
Delaware and Jolned Griffin's men, 
Washington had followed them, and 
the 20th of December found him estab- 
lished lu new headquarters at Tren- 
ton. A number of mounds in the fields 
covered with snow, some bitter recol- 
leetlons nnd sad stories of plunder, 
robbery, rapine and worse, told with 
gnashing teeth or brenking heart by 
the firesides, were all that remained 
of their strange antagonists in the 
town. But the little town and the 
little valley were to be once more the 
scene of war. ‘The great game was to 
be played ngain, and the little creek 
of the Assunpink was to run red un- 
der its ice and between its banks, 

On the 29th Washington's troops 
began to cross the river again, Two 
parties of light dragoons were gent on 
in advance, under Colonel Reed, assist- 
red by parties of Pennsylvania rife- 
men dispatched by Cadwalader, They 
clung tenaciously to the flanks of 
Von Donop. That unfortunate com- 
mander had been led away from his 

camp at Burlington In pursuit of Grit- 
an's gallant six hundred. When he re- 
turned unsuccessful, the news from 
Trenton had so alarmed him that he 
fied . precipitately, abandoning his 
heavy baggage and some of his artil- 
lery. It was a work of joy for the

It took two days to get the troops 
across on account of the ice in the Tiv- 
er. And now came another difficulty. 
The time of the major part of the 
Americans had expired on the last day 


of the year, but Washington had them | 


paraded and had ridden up and ad- 
dressed them in a brilliant, soldierlike 
fashion, and they had to a man volun- 
teered to remain with him for six 
weeks longer, or as much more time as 
was necessary to enable him to com- 


plete his campaign before he went in- | 


to winter quarters. He was at last 


able to pay them their long deferred | 


salary out of the $50,000 sent him by 
Robert Morris, which Seymour and 


Talbot that day had brought him, and | 
for their future reward he cheerfully | 


pledged his own vast estate, an exam- 
ple of self sacrifice which Greene, 
Stark, Talbot, Seymour and others of 
the officers who possessed property at 
once emulates. The men were put in 
good spirits by a promise of $10 boun- 
ty also, and they were ready and ea- 
ger for a fight. 

Reed, attended by six young gentle- 
men of the Philadelphia troop, had 
been sent out to reconnoiter. Up to- 
ward Princeton they had surprised a 
British outpost composed of a sergeant 
and twelve dragoons. The sergeant 
escaped, but the twelve dragoons, pan- 
lc stricken, were captured after a short 
resistance, and Reed and his gallant 
young cavallers returued in triumph to 
headquarters. Valuable Information 
was gained from this party. Cornwal- 
lis had joined Grant at Princeton and, 
witb seven or eight thousand men, was 
assembling wagons and transportation, 
pi ring for a dash on Trenton. Con- 
firmation of this not unexpected news 
came by n student from the college 
who had escaped to Cadwalader and 
been sent up to General Washington. 
The situation of Washington was now 
critical, but he took prompt measures 
to relieve it. Cadwalader from the 
Crosswieka and Mifin from Borden- 
town, with 3,600 men. were ordered 
forward at once. They promptly obeyed 
orders and by another desperate night 
march reached Trenton on the morn- 
Ing of the first day of the year, 

There was heavy skirmishing all dny 
on the 24. Cornwallls, advancing 
in hot haste from Princeton with 8,000 
men, wars checked. and lost precious 
time by n hot rifle fro ffom the wood 
on the banks of the Shabbakong creek, 
near the road he followed in his ad- 
vance. The skirmishers under Greene, 
seconded by Hand, after doling gallant 
service and covering themselves with 
glory by delaying the advance for sev- 
eral hours, giving Washington sample 
time to withdraw his army across the 
Assunpink und post it In a strong de- 
fensive position, had retired in good 
order beyond the American line. In 
the skirmish T-leutenant Von Grothau- 
sen, he who had galloped away with 
the dragceis at Trenton and had been 
under suspicion of cowardice ever 
since, had somewhat redeemed his 
reputation la that he had boldly rid- 
den down upon the riflemen and had 
been killed. It was Inte in the even- 
ing when the advance parties crossed 
the bridge over the creek and sought 


anfety behind the lines. Indefatigable 
General Knox had concentrated thirty 


pieces of cannon at the bridge“ 
very pretty battery.“ he called it. 

It was dusk when the eager Ameri- 
cans saw the head of the British army 
coming through the streets. They re- 
mrined silent while the enemy formed 
and advanced to attack the bridge and 
the fords in heavy columns at the 
same time. The mep came on in a 
solid mass for the bridge head, cheer- 
ing galluntly. They were met by 
Knox's artillery and a steady fire from 
the riflemen. Three times they crashed 
on that bridge like a wighty wave, 
and three times like a wave broken 
they fell back before an awful storm 
of fire. General Washington himself, 
sitting on bis white horse, gave the or- 
ders nt the bridge, and the brave enemy 
weis repulsed. The position was too 
strong to be taken by direct assault 
without great loss; besides, It was not 
vital after all—so reasoned Cornwallis. 
The British soldlery were weary, they 
had marched all day at a hot pace and 
were exhausted. They had not lived in 
a chronic state of exhaustion for 80 
long that they never gave it a thought; 
they were not used to it as were the 
Continentals, nnd when the British 
were tired they had to rest, They 
would be In better spirit on the mor- 
row. 

The creek was fordable in a dozen 
places, but Cornwallis resisted the im- 
portunities of some of bis officers, who 
wished to ford It and attack at once, 
He sent urgent messengers off to 
Princeton to bring up the 2,000 men 
left there with Von Dondp and to bur- 
ry up Leslie with the rear guard, six 
miles away. When they arrived they 
could turn the right flank of the Amer- 
icans, and ft would be all up with 
them then. He thought he had Wasl- 
ington at such a disadvantage that he 
could not escape, though the small ad- 
vantage of position might enable him 
to make a desperate resistance even 
with his inferior forces. 

“we will walt,“ he said to Erskine, 


until Von Donop comes up, and Les- 


lie, and then we'll bag the ‘old fox’ in 
the morning!" 

So, after brisk firing on both sides 
until night closed down, the campfires 
were lighted on both sides of the creek, 
and the British officer went to sleep, 
calmly confident that he had held the 
winning cards and all that was neces- 
gary was that the band should be 
played out in the morning to enable 
him to take the zume again, He did

On the other side of the creek, in the 
house of good Mistress Dagworthy. 

Gen- 
eral Washington had summoned a 
council of war, which expressed the 
usual diversity of opinion an all sub- 
jects except an unwillingness to fight, 
upon which, like every other council 
of war, it was agreed.

and others, could overcome such a dls- 
| parity and inequality. 

Cornwallis had only to outflank them, 
crumple them up, roll them back on 
the impassable hela ware and then— 
God help them all! 7 

There was no disguising the critical 
nature of thelr situation, and the ar- | 
my had never before been in so des- 
perate a position, It needed no great 
| skill to see the danger now to be faced, 

but the mistake of Cornwallis gave 
{them a brief respite, of which they 
promptly availed themselves. Wash- 
ington was not a man before whom it 
was eter safe to indulge in mistakes, 
and the more difficult his position the 
more dangerous he became. Trial, dan- 
ger, bazard, seemed to bring out all of 
the most remarkable qualities of the 
man in the highest degree. Nothing 
alarmed him, nothing dismayed him, 
nothing daunted him; the hotter the 
contiict, the more pressing the danger, 
the cooler he became. No man on 
earth was ever more ready and quick 
to avail himself of time and opportuni- 
ty once he had determined upon a 
course of action. This campaign was 
the most signal illustration, among 
many others, which his wonderful ca- 
reer affords. Action, prompt, bold, de- 
cisive, was as the breath of life to him, 
but before coming to n decision, con- 
trary to the custom of great command- 
ers generally, he usually called a coun- 
cil of war, which on account of his ex- 
cessive modesty he sometimes allowed 
to overrule his own better Judgment, 
to the great detriment of the cause. 
Alone be was superb. Given equal re 
sources, the world has not seen a gen- 
eral with whom he could not success- 
fully be matched. In this particular 
juncture, fortunately for the country, 
he insisted upon having his own way. 

There were appnrentiv but three al- 
ternatives before the council. The first 
was n retreat with all speed down the 
river, leaving the heavy baggage and 
artillery, and then crossing at Phila- 
delphin, if they could get there In time. 
But this would be to abandon the 
whole cofeny of New Jersey, to lose 
the results of the whole campaign and 
leave the enemy in fine position to be- 
gin again in the spring. nud If this 
were the end they might better have 
stayed on the west side of the river. 
Besides, successes were vital and must 
be had. Another retreat meant disin- 
tegration und ruln In spite of the lucky 
stroke at Trenton. 

The second alternative was a battle 
where they stood, and that mennt 
total defent—a thing not to be consid- 
ered a moment. The army must win 
or die; and as dying could do no good, 
it had to win. A briliant idea, bow- 
ever, had ‘occurred to the commander 
In chief, the man of brilllunt ideas, He 
communicated it to the council, where 
it instantly found adherents and ob- 
jectors too. It was the third alterna- 
tive. A cireultous road called the 
Quaker rond, recently surveyed and 
just made, led in a roundabout way 
from the rear of the camp toward the 
Princeton road, which it entered two 
miles from that town. Washington's 
plan was to steal silently away in the 
night by this road, leaving bright fires 
burning to deceive the confident 
enemy, and press with all speed to- 
ward Princeton, strike Cornwallis’ rear 
guard there at daybreak with over- 
whelming force, crush it before that 
general could retrace his steps, and 
then make a dash for the British sup- 
plies at New Brunswick. If it were 
not practicable to reach that point. 
Washington could take a position on 
the hills above Morristown, on the

flank of the British, and, by threaten- 
ing thelr communications, force the, 
superior army to retreat and ubandon 
the field or else attack the Americans 
in thelr intrenchments in the hills, 
with a probable result even more dis- 
astrous to the attacking party than 
at Bunker Hill, It was a conception 
as simple and beautiful as it was bold, 
brilliant aud practicable. 

But now the objectors began. It 
had been snowing, sleeting and ralin- 
ing for severat days; the roads were 
impassable, they had no bottom. Ob- 
jections were made on all sides—the 
artillery could not pċsslbiv be moved, 
no borses could pull, the wagons 
through the mud, the troops could not 
march in it. But Washingtop, with 
true instincts, held to his carefully de-

vised plan with an unusual-resolution. 
Arguing, explaining, suggesting, con- 
vincing, persuading, the hours slipped 
away until at 10 o'clock at night there 
came a sudden change in the weather, 
perceptible even to those in the house.

Followed by the gen- 
eral officers, he stepped out Into the 
night. It was dark and cloudy, sal 
moon or stars even, and growing cold- 
er every moment under the rising 
northeast wind. | 

“Gentlemen,” he cried gayly, “Provi. 
dence has decided for us. The wind 
has shifted. The army will move in 
two hours.“ 


At the time specified by the com- | 


mander the muddy roads were frozen 
hard. The heavy baggage was sent 
down to Burlington, and a strong 
party of active men was left to keep 
bright fires burning and charged to 
show themselves as much as possible 
and make n great commotion by 
throwing up fortifications and loud 
talking, with instructions to slip away 
and join the main body early next day 


as best they could. At 1 o'clock in 
the morning the astonished army 
started out, upon their adventurous 
journey—another long. cold night 
march. The untraveled roads were 
as smooth and hard as iron. With 
muffled wheels they succeeded in steal- 
ing away undetected.

Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 8e-The day 
lost by solar reckoning in a westerly 
voyage around the world furnishes the 
| preacher in this sermon with an illus- 
| tratlon by which, as he shows, days 
fre continually being lost in the voy- 
| age of life; text, Ecclesiastes ix, 10, 
“Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, 
do It with thy might.” 

What tragic significance there may 
| be in that little word “Lost!’ We hear 
it In the despairing cry of the miners 
starving in the Death valley of the 
Mojave desert. We hear it in the bit- 
ter cry of the travelers bewildered in 
midwinter on the Montana prairies. It 
is a shriek of horror on the lips of the 
poor children on the General Slocum 
burning on the sound of New York. 
It is a cry of dismay from the crew of 
the Royal Charter wrecked on the 
Irish coast. It is a cry of agony from 
the man in the upper story of the 
Windsor hotel in New York, whose 
body with suppllant arms stretched in 
entreaty to the firemen falls into the 
seething furnace. “He is lost!" we 
cry a8 one of our number slides over 
“He is 
lost!“ we sald in sorrow when our 
friend, the Rey. Dr. Robert B. Taylor 
of San Diego, made a false step from 
the deck of the sailboat and sank to 
rise no more. Lost! cries the mother 
frantically pacing the streets looking 
for her wandering child. “Lost!” cries 
the gambler who has ventured his last 
coin on the turn of the wheel. Horror 
and dismay and agony and despair are 
heard in that thrilling word. 

There is another kind of loss of which 
I want to speak to you today. At the 
beginning of a new year it is Impressed 
upon us with solemn import. Looking 
backward over the year that is gone, 
how sad is the thought of our lost 
days! Days there have been in which 
we might have done work for God 
which we have suffered to pass away 
in idleness, days which can never be 
recalled which we have frittered away 
uselessly. 

We all know the old adage that “time 
is money.” We are all ready to grant 
that this axiom is true. “If a man has 
no regard for the time of other men,” 
wrote Horace Greeley, “why should he 
have for their money? What is the dif- 
ference between stealing a man's hour 
and stealing his $57' There are many 
men to whom each hour of the business 
day is worth more than $5.” But, though 
time menns money to most of us, time 
should mean more than that. It is a 
sacred trust committed to us, for the 
right use of which we shall have to 
give account. Little enough is the por- 
tion we can devote to our Master's serv- 
Ice, If we waste it we defraud God. 

Losing the Minutes. 

We waste these days simply by wast- 
Ing bere a minute and there a minute. 
This thought was brought home to me 
lu my tour around the world. In 1893 
my father and I left our homes in the 
east and started on our journey. We 
followed the course of the setting sun. 
We traveled from New York to Pitts- 
burg, from Pittsburg to Chicago, from 
Chicago to St. Louls, from St. Louls to 
Denver, and then to San Francisco. We 
zigzagged up and down, but always 
kept pushing toward the west. At San 
Francisco we set sail for the Sandwich 
Islands. Then we went on to Samoa. 
Sometimes we would stop two or three 
days in a town, sometimes a full week, 
It took us seven long months to encir- 
cle the globe. Each day, as a rule, was 
for us not twenty-four hours, but twen- 
ty-four hours and ten or fifteen or even 
thirty minutes long. Of course you 
grasp my meaning. We were lengthen- 
ing our days, because we were travel- 
Ing westward. How were we to straight- 
en out our calendar? This was the way 
We did it. One night we went to bed on 
Wednesday. The next morning when 
we awoke it was Friday. There, in the 
middle of the Pacific ocean, we lost a 
full day. How did that day disappear? 

As I sat that Friday morning, after 
Thursday was dropped out of my cal- 
endar, I said to myself: “Yes, yes. This 
is the way many days are lost for 
Christ in our great journey of life. 
Here it is n few minutes wasted for 
Christ in the morning. There it is a 
few minutes wasted at noon or at 
eventide or at night. These few min- 
utes do not seem to amount to much at 
the time, but in the aggregate they 
make up whole days, weeks, months 
and perhaps whole years of wasted 
time that might have been spent in 
service for the Master.” 

How many days that might have 
been given to-Christ have we lost? 
How do we lose them? First, by not 
starting the work of each day prompt- 
ly and energetically as we ought to do, 
by oversleeping in the morning or by 
dawdling through our dressing, by lin- 
gering too long at the breakfust table, 

by yawning and stretching and idly 
building nir castles in béd after the 
rising bell has rung, by Ignoring the 
“get up“ call, which King Solomon in 
the sixth chapter of Proverbs pounds 
upon every bedroom door when he 
calls; “How long wilt thou sleep, O 
sluggard? When wilt thou arise out 
of thy sleep? Yet a little sleep, a lit- 
tle slumber, a little folding of the 
hands to sleep. Bo shall thy poverty 
come as one that traveleth and thy 
want as an armed man.” Lord Wil- 
mington once declared that the cause 
of the fallure of the famous English 
statesman, the Duke of Newcastle, 
was that he never started the day's 
work on time, “He loses half an hour 
every morning and ruin after it during 


the whole day without being able tol 


overtake it.“ Many men and women 
are: wasting precious days that might 
be used for Christ by not getting up on 
time and starting the work of the day 
of time and svatematicajjv and prompt- 
ly meeting all demands as they come 
up for settlement, 
Wasting Time, 

This warning against the wasted min- 
utes of the early morning is far more 

bessary than some of us bave bere- 

ore supposed. When we waste the 
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Jay. The ofa provero says: “Beauty 
sleep is always taken before 12 o'clock 
at night. Every hour of sleep before 
midnight is worth two taken in bed 
after that time.” Along exactly the 
game line of thought I say, “Every 
bour of work. done before 9 or 10 
o'clock in the morning ië worth at 
least two hours of work after 12 o'clock 
noon.” There is something about the 
ozone of the early atmosphere, some- 
thing about the exhilaration of the 
early morning, that arouses us and 
fires us and drives us on and clarifies 
our brains, so that we can accomplish 
at leust double the work in one half 
hour then than in any half hour of the 
afternoon or evening. “Early to bed 
and early to rise makes a man healthy, 
wealthy and wise” has just as much 


truth tacked on to the last Injunction | 


as on to the first. 

Almost without exception the great 
workers of the world have been early 
risers. While other men were In bed 
they were at their desks or in their 
laboratories or down at their offices or 
out making their investigations. Har- 
ry Lee once sald.to his great leader, the 
Father of His Country, “Sir, we sol- 
diers are amazed at the vast amount of 
work you can accomplish.” “Sir,” an- 
swered General George Washington. I 
do what I do because I rise every 
morning at 4 o'clock, and a great deal 


of my work is done while others are | 


asleep.” How did Walter Scott write 
bis many books? He arose every morn- 
ing at 5. He then cleared nway his 
correspondence. He laid out his plans | 
of work, and “by breakfast time.“ he 
said, “I have broken the neck of the | 
day’s work.” Frederick the Great did 
not need any one to describe for him 
the rising sun. During all the long 
seven years’ war which has been the, 
marvel of European strategists for a 
century and a balf he saw with his 
own eyes the sun rise every morning. 
But, though the great work of nearly 
all our great workers was due to the 
fact that they were early risers, many 
of us linger In our beds In the morn- 
ing just os long as possible. Instead 
of living up to the old proverb we say, 
“Late to bed and late to rise,” and we 
fritter awny tlie late hours of the night 
on doing nothing, Just as in the morn- 
ing we fritter them away in bed. 
A Family History. 

“What time does your rising bell 
ring?” 1 ask. “Ob,” you answer, “we 
do not have any rising bell; we get up 
when we are slept out.” “What time 
does your breakfast bell ring?" “We do 
not have any breakfast bell,” you an- 
swer. “When we are slept out, we get 
up and dress and go to breakfast. That 
is the history of our house.” Oh, no. 
That is part of the history; it is not all. 
I will tell you the rest of it. When you 
awake. you get up and dress, but you 
do not all dress at the same time. First 
the father has his breakfast. Then one 
or two of the children straggle down. 
Then the mother comes last, or the 
elder sister. Then the breakfast, which 
ought to take Just twenty-five minutes, 
drags out over an hour. The children 
run off to school. The father hurries 
away to business. The servant girl's 
dishes are not wasbed for an hour and 
a half later. There has been no time 
for prayers. Everything in the home 
goes topsy turvy merely because the 
family did not arise together, eat to- 
gether, pray together and go to work 
at the same time. The wasted minutes 
of tbe early morning are directly re 
sponsible for whole days and weeks 
and months of life wasted for the serv- 
ice of the Master. “The Austrians lost 
the battles of Lodi and Arcola,” sald 
Napoleon, “because they did not appre- 
ciate the value of five minutes.” The 
reason many inen waste whole days of 
life's service that might bave been con- 
secrated for Christ is because they do 
not appreciate the value of the sacred 
minutes In the early hours of the morn- 
ing. 

Utilize the Minutes. 

How do we diminish our service for 
Christ by lost days? By not improv- 
ing the fragments of time that lle scat- 
tered about us during the day's work, 
by not utilizing those extra few min- 
utes here nnd there to fit ourselves in- 
telligently by reading and study for 
the work God has given us to do, by 
Supposing that God will let us inter- 
pret the passage, “Ask, and ye shall 
recelve; seek, nnd ye shall find; knock, 
and it shall be opened to you,” when 
our lips are dumb, when our feet are 
palsied and know nothing about the 
right paths to tread, when our hands 
are helpless in thelr stupidities. Can 
the blind lead the blind? Can some- 
thing come from nothing? Can the 
little child run and leap like a fawn 
unless she has been first taught to 
creep and to walk? ' 

We must have intelligence in the di- 
rection of our life or else all our work 
will go for naught. What would you 
think if one summer day 1 should 
walk up d the captain's bridge of a 
steamer and say: “Captain, I would 
like to take charge of this steamer. 
Would the helmsman obey my com- 
mund?” “Where would you take the 
ship?’ To Australia,” I would an- 
swer. “Do you know anything about 
the laws of unvigatlon ?“ “No.” “Then 
1 cannot let you take command. You 
know not the law of the compass. The 
great surface of the sen is the same 
everywher®. You have no guldeposts, 
as on the mountain sides. The first 


thine vou would do would be to get 
the ship off its course. It would take 


us perhaps duys or weeks to regain 
our course, or perhaps we would never 
be able to do so. We might land in 
China, as a dishonest captain made the 
pligrim fathers lund on the cold, bleak 
New England shores when they bad 
set sail for the southern lands. No 
matter how good n man's purpose may 
be, if he knows not the Jaws of navi- 
gation he cannot guide his boat to the 
right barbor.“ 

What would you think of a laborer 
who should enter your sickroom and 
pay: “Discharge the doctor. Let me 
be your physician and prescribe your 
medicines!" What would you think 
i ef a mechanic who would try to con- 
i duct a case in court when he did not 

know the first A B C's of the law? 

What would you think of a minister 

who would try to build the Panama 

canal when be had never taken a 

course iu engineering? And yet the 

landlubber trying to, pilot a ship, the 
hodcarrier trying to cure sickness, the 
layman trying to draw up his own 

“last will and testament,” tbe clergy- 

man trying to be the chief engineer of 

a Brookigu bridge, is no more absurd 

than the ordinary men and women try- 

Ing to perform their tasks in life with- 


out an Intelligent knowledge’ of thefr — Elium not. At last be or the 


duties. 

We must have intelligence to fit our- 
selves for the duties of life. How do 
most successful men ' that neces- 
rary Intelligence? I will tell you. It 
is by improving the few moments, the 
few stray moments of the day and the 
evening, which, as sacred fragments, 
crowd around them. One farmer 
works and works hard, but he does 
things merely because his forefathers 
did the same things. He plants wheat 
in one field because his father and 
grandfather planted wheat in that 
field. The other farmer says to him- 
self, “I am a farmer, but I am going 
to be an intelligent farmer.“ He sends

Ob, for the 
golden sunrise of that milleunial dawn, 
where sin and evil days have forever 
passed away!

RADIUM EMANATIONS. 


Brought Into Contact With Dia- 
monds, They Clarify the Gems, 
The universal interest awakened by 
recent experiments with that wonder- 
ful new property of matter, radio ac- 
tivity, has served to make the world 
of renders generally aware of the fact 
that diamonds phosphores¢e brilliantly 
in the dark when éxpesed to the ema- 
nations from radium. Indeed it has 
been suggested that this property of- 
fers a sure and ready means of detect- 
ing fraudulent stones. But Sir William 
Crookes has just discovered that radl- 
um produces another effect upon dia- 
monds which is still more remarkable 
and possibly of more commercial im- 
portance. It appears to be able to cure 
the defect of “off color’ stones by 
changing their objectionable yellowish 
hue to the desirable pale blue or blue 
green tint characteristic of first water 

gems, 

Sir William took two yellowish dia- 
monds, closely matched in color and 
quality, and placed one of them inside 
a fube containing radium bromide, 
keeping It there continuously for a pe- 
riod of seventy-eight days. In the 
meantime the other stone was kept in 
a drawer carefully placed at a safe 
distance from all radium and other 
radio active substances. At the end of 
the time mentioned the two diamonds 
were compared, and it was found that 
the one which had been subjected to 
the action of the radium emanations 


| had been deprived. completely of its 


yellowish color, but at the same time 
its surface had been considerably dark- 
ened with a deposit of graphite. After 
belng hented, however, for ten days in 
a mixture of strong nitric acid and po- 
tnssium chlorate the dull film disap- 
peared, nnd the stone appeared per- 
fectly transparent and sparkling with 
a beautiful blue green tinge. 

The explanation seems to be that the 
state of continual vibration in which 
the diamond was kept by the bombard- 
ment of the radium emanations for so 
many days produced an internal 
change, resulting in an alteration of 
the color of the stone. Thus the effect 
of the emanations, as the experimenter 
suggests, may be to cause a chemical 
as well as n physical change, and he 
adds that If the yellowish hue is due 
to the presence In the diamond of fron 
in the “ferric” state a reduction to the 
“ferrous” state would quite account 
for the change of color. It may be sald 
by way of explanation that iron in the 
ferric state shows a yellowish or red- 
dish color and in the ferrous state a 
greenish or blulsh color. 

This discovery 1s one of the most in- 
teresting ne well as most unexpected 
that hn ve yet been made concerning the 
effects of the radium emanations, The 
investigating chemist Interested princi- 
pally In the purely sclentific aspects of 
the phenomenon is not likely to care 
very much nbout the possible results 
on the dinmond market, but possessors 
of off color stones may comfort them- 
selves with the thought that science 
has possibly found a way to increase 
the value as well as the beauty of their 
Jewels, although In the present state of 
the matter It would perhaps cost more 
to “cure” a cheap stone by a course of 
radium treatment than to exchange it 
for a better one.

PRODUCE EXCHANGE (Death Of Mrs. Martha R. Whitelock, | REAL ESTATE GHANGES 


Official Report By The Secretary Showing 
A Small Profit For First Year. Ex- 


change Handicapped By Limited 
Growth Of Produce. 


Gentlemen; It is with pleasure 
that I make this, the first annual re- 
port of the operations of the Peninsula 
Produce Exchange of Maryland. 

The business this year has not been 
large when compared with our sister 
organization, The Eastern Shore of 
Virginia Produce Exchange, at the 
same time, when we take into consid- 
eration the fact that our Exchange 
was not organized until late in the 
year, and beginning work under very 
unsatisfactory conditions, I think we 
may well feel pleased with the work 
done by our association. 

We did not begin operation until 
after the close of berry season, conse- 
quently we lost considerable revenue 
which would naturally arise from the 
handling of this very important crop. 
However, our business during the Sum- 
mer and Fall amounted to $122,881.33. 
We handled over 60,000 barrels of Irish 
potatoes and 28.468 barrels of Sweets, 
as well ag 8,982 crates of cantaloupes. 
As per our last statement, we received 
A gross commission of $5, 200,68 on these 
shipments. We paid out of this amount 
to the Agents and Iuspectors $2,112.35 
and for expenses $2,908.37, which in- 
cludes every expenditure except the 
commission to the agents and Inspec- 
tors, leaving a profit of $176.96 over 
all expenses. 

The most serious obstacle inthe way 
of our future success is the very lim- 
ited quantity of produce grown through 
the territory covered by our Exchange. 
The shipment of sweet potatoes is 
heavier from ono shipping point in 
Virginia than from all points in the 
counties of Somerset, Worcester, and 
Wicomico. Likewise the shipment of 
Irish potatoes is light through Mary- 
land when compared with Virginia; 
Cape Charles shipping more barrels 
than is shipped from our three count- 
ies. 

The growers that handled their 
goods through the Exchange during 
the past season, know they were bene- 
fitted materially, but if our Exchange 
could by any means induce ita members 
to double their acreage of the present 
crops handled through the association, 
our work would be more highly ap- 
preciated in a few years. 

In concluding I will ask that we 
throw aside all sectional feeling and 
selfish motives and work harmoniously 
together in order to make the Exchange 
the success it so richly deserves. 

A produce Exchange benefits the 
farmer directly and should have the 
hearty support of every farmer and 
farm land owner.

“WHY MORE MEN 


Do Not Go To Church?“ Mardela Minister 
Sends Out Many Inquiries And Preaches 
Sermon On Subject. Answers 
The Reasons From Pulpit. 


A fine congregation assembled in 
Mardela Springs on Sunday night to 
hear Rev. B. G. Parker, on ‘‘Why 
more men do not go to ohurċh.'' Mr. 
Parker sent out requests to non church 
goers to give their own reasons and 
he would answer them from the pulpit. 
He received quite a number of replies 
from all kinds and conditions of men, 
but ont of this number, he only men- 
tioned seven. He announced his text 
at the close of his sermon rather than 
at the beginning and said it was a 
complete answer to all excuses given. 
The first excuse was—''Too tired to 
Two or three men gave this as 
their reason. The preacher said in 
reply. The women go and they work 
and get just as tired as the men, and 
the men who do come, work just as 
hard as the men who do not come, and 
get just as tired. These men are not 
so tired after the work of the day is 
over, but what they can gather in the 
stores of nights, dish out the gossip of 
the community, swap yarns, criticise 
the churches, score the preachers, com- 
plain at the weather and malign the 
Government from the President down 
to the humblest tax gatherer. The fact 
is they would rather hear gossip than 
to hear God. 

The next excuse given was—''l 
have to work on Sundays.“ Three 
men and one boy gave this ns an ex- 
cuse. The corporation may compel 
them to work on Sundays, but no cor- 
poration can keep them from becom- 
ing Christians. Their own deliberate 
refusal of Christ, whom they can, but 
will not serve, is a perfectly valid 
answer to their own false position. 

The next -was—'‘ Because there are 
so many hypocrits in the churches. '' 
The preacher said there may be many 
deceived people in the church, but he 
had his doubts if there were any hyp- 
ocrits. All the hypocrits that Christ 
scared so severely were out of the 
church. The real hypocrits are still 
ouside of the church. They are the 
men who are still in their sins and 
yet profess to be as good as real Christ- 
ians. The next excuse given, was a 
dig at the preachers.—‘* Because the 
preaching is not made more attrac- 
tive.“ If men want to witness the 
spectacular, they had better go else- 
where to find it. The preacher charg- 
ed with the solemn responsibility of 
delivering God's message to dying 
men, if he attempts the sensational, he 
will have just enongh religion in it, 
to convert the whole performance in 
a sacreligiousfarce. The next excuse 
was somewhat similar—'‘' Because 
there is not enough teaching or in- 
struction given in thesermons.'' This 
came from a fair minded, brainy man 
and there may be some truth in his 
charge. In every sermon there ought 
to be ''strong meat'' for these intel- 
lectual giants, and ''milk'' for the 
babes, and as there are more babies 
than giants, hence there should be 
more milk dispersed than meat. 

The preacher said the next excuse 
was from a saloon keeper, who said— 
My business keeps me away for I 
know the church people do not believe 
in it. But I know that [have just as 
good a right to sell liquors as a grocer 
has to sell groceries. If the church 
people do not beileve in the saloon 
they ought not to license it to sell." 
Now, you who vote for license, wheth- 
er high or low, answer that saloon 
keeper if you can. Consistency would 
demand, that if I, by my vote, help 
to give him the right to sell, then, I 
should never open my mouth against 
his business.. To do so, would be just 
as urneasonable us to license the itch 
and then fine man for scratching. 

The text given at the close, waa 
John 3, 19,20, ''Men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their deeds 
were evil. For every one that doeth 
evil hateth the light, neither cometh 
to the light, lest his deeds should be 
reproved. ''

General Mercer was an old friend 
and comrade of the commander in 
ehief; he bad been a companion of 
Prince Charles Edward in bis romantic 
Invasion of England in ‘45, a member 
of Bruddock's unfortunate expedition, 
and wounded when pt general's army 
was annihilated, and some time com- 
mander of Fort Duquesne after its 
capture by General Forbes. He was 
detailed, with a small advance party 
comprising the remnants of Small- 
wood's Marylanders, Haslet's Dela- 
wareans-and Fleming's Virginians and 
a small body of young men from the 
first families of Philadelphia, to the 
total number of 300, to continue up 
the road along the brook until he 
reached the main road, where he was 
to try and hold the bridge In order to 
intercept fugitives from Princeton, or 
check any retrograde movements of 
the troops which might have advanced 
toward Trenton. The little band had 
proceeded but a short distance on thelr 
way when they unexpectedly came lu 
sight of a column of the enemy. 

it was the udvance of the British, a 
part of Von Donop's leading brigade, 
en route for Trenton to assist Corn- 
wallis in bagging the “old fox” ac- 
cording to orders—the Seventeenth 
regiment, under Colonel Mawlood. 
Mercer’s troops belng screened by the 
wood, thelr character was not visible 
to Mawhood, who conjectured that 
they must be a body of fugitives from 
the front. Under this impression, and 
never dreaming of the true situation, 
Mawhood promptly deployed bis regl- 
ment and moved off to the left to inter- 
cept Mercer, at the same time dis- 
patching messengers to bring up the 
other two regiments, the Fortieth and 
Fifty-ffth, which bad not yet left 
Princeton. Both parties rushed for a 
little rising ground on the edge of a 
cleared fleld, near the house of a peace- 
ful Quaker named Clark. The Amerl- 
caps were nearer the goal than their 
opponents and reached it first. Hastily 
deploying bis column, Mercer sought 
shelter behind a hedge fence which 
crowned the eminence and immediate- 
ly opened up a destructive fire from 
his riflemen, which temporarily check- 
ed the advancing enemy. The British, 
excellently led, returned the fire with 
great spirit, and with such good effect 
that, after u few volleys, Mercer’s horse 
was wounded in tbe leg and his rider 
thrown violently to the ground, Tal- 
bot's was killed under him and several 
of the officers and men fell—among 
them the brave Colonel Haslet, who 
was mortally wounded. 

In the confusion thus unfortunately 
caused the Americans could hear sharp 
commands of the English officers, then 
the rattling of steel on the gun bar- 
rels, and the next moment the red 
coated men broke out of the smoke 
and, unchecked by a scattering fire 
from the Americans, gallantly rushed 
up at them with fixed bayonets, There 
were unfortunatelv no bayonets in this 
small brignde of the Continental ar- 
my. A few of the men clubbed thelr 
muskets resolutely as the two lines 
met and made a stout resistance, but 
the oncoming British would not be de- 
nied, and as the charge was pressed 
home the Americans wavered, broke 
and fell back In some disorder before 
the vigorous onslaught of the veteran 
troops.

The British loss 
was about 500 in killed and wounded 
and prisoners, the American less than 
100, but among the latter were many 
valuable officers—Colonels Haslet and 
Potter, Major Morris, Captains Ship- 
pen, Fleming, Talbot, Neal and Gen- 
eral Mercer. 

After following the retiring and de- 
moralizel British for a few miles 
Washington determined to abandon 
the pursult. The men were exhausted 
by thelr Jong and fatiguing marches 
and were in no condition to make the 
long march to New Brunswick. Most 
of them were still Ul equipped and en- 
tirely unfitted for the fatigue and ex- 
posure of a further winter campaign. 
Even those Iron men must have rest 
at last. The flying British must have 
informed Leslie's troops, six miles 
away, of the situation. They would 
soon be upon them, and they might 
expect Cornwallis with his whole force 
at any time. He drew off his troops, 
therefore, and, leaving a strong party 
to brenk down the bridge over Stony 
brook nnd impede the advance of the 
English as much as possible, he push- 
ed on toward Pluckamin and Morris- 
town, officers und men thoroughly sat- 
Isfied with their brilliant achlevements. 

Early in the morning the pickets of 
Cornwallis’ army discovered that 
something was wrong in the American 
camp.’ The guard had been with- 
drawn, 
die away and the place was aos still as 
death. A few adventurous spirits, 
cautiously crossing the bridge, found 
that the guns mounted fn front of it 
were only “quakers” and that the 
whole camp was empty—the army bad 
decamped silently and stolen away be- 
fore thelr eyes!

“LEADING COMMERCE FELL OFF PAST YEAR, 


Leading commerical movements, as 
indicated by reports received by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, 
through its Bureau of Statistics, were 
not so heavy in the aggregate during 
1904 as in 1908, although in many in- 
stances distinct improvements were 
manifested toward the close of the 
year. The volume of wheat traffic 
was necessarily restricted by the 
smallness of the crop, and the foreign 
with.

It is estimated that it 
will require at least four thousand 
dollars to complete this work.

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Are these systems of religious belief 
and worship really efficacious? Are 
their dogmas, tenets and creeds, thelr 
ways of thinking and living, thelr.so- 
cial, fraternal or religious spirit as or- 
ganizations—are these things what 
they ought to be or what they claim to | 
be? Are their teachings true? And 
how may we distinguish beyond all 
doubt the true from the false? 

An infallible test is supplied to us by 
Christ himself by which we are en- 
abled to decide as to the real value 
of any religious system. He tells us 
that we may know whether its claims 
are valid by its effect on the lives of 
Its adherents. “Ye shall know them 
by their fruits. Do men gather grapes 
of thorns or figs of thistles? Even so 
every good tree bringeth forth good 
fruit, but a corrupt tree bringeth forth 
evil fruit.” 

An illustration of this test is furnish- 
ed by the fakirs of Indin. The princl- 
ple of self denial is commendable, and 
we adimire men who sacrifice their com- 
fort and devote themselves to service 
for the world. But the principle ceases 
to be admirab'e when it produces vol- 
untary squalor and filth such as are ex- 
hibited by the fakirs, It must be a 
corrupt tree that produces specimens 
of humnnity so debased and disgusting 
as these men. 

I have scen these fukirs. They did 
not scem to me to be men or even wild 
beasts. They were a lower creation. 
They seemed to have crawled out of 
the darkest caverns of un inferno, I 
have seen them with their matted hair 
and filthy bodies; I have seen them 
with uncut Unger nails six inches long 
and twisted about in all shapes; I 
have seen them, as John I. Stoddard 
describes them in one of his lectures: 
“A combination of beggar, fanatic, Im- 
postor and spy. In disgusting sur- 
roundings resembling a garbage heap, 
a score of these men were seated, en- 
tirely naked, upon n mound of ashes, 
in which they rolled repeatedly. They 
even rubbed the dirt all over their 
bodies, which had been previously 
greased in order to retain it. Their 
hair, matted with filth, reached nearly 
to their waists and was painted yel- 
low, and on this they threw occasion- 
ally handfuls of dust nnd ashes. A 
sickening fecling came over me at the 
sight of this human degradation, espe- 
cially when I remembered that there are 
in India more than a million of these 
half crazed mendicants and frauds, 
who are revered and almost worshiped 
by multitudes of men and women, who 
will actually stoop and kiss thelr feet.“ 
“Are these the fruits of India fakir- 
ism?" you ask. “Is that the result of 
the oath of poverty under which some 
Hindoos worship? Then I want none 
of It. Away with it. Its fruits are 
worm enten and filthily diseased and 
bad." By the fruits found in the lives 
of the believers ye must judge the re- 
sult of a creed or system of belief. 

Not True Worship.

| “How do they worship bimg” you ask. 
Instead of entering a little church, as 
you or I, to kneel In prayer, they begin 
to move around In u circle. They keep 
on circling around and around until 
your brain gets digzy with looking at 
them.

The only way in which the 
world can know the grandeur and purt- 
ty of the truths I have taught must be 
in the lives you lend. Ye are the light 
of the world. Ye are my representa- 
tives upon earth. Ye nre the taming 
torches to gulde sinners to the foot of 
the cross. Hear me, men! Hear me, 
women! Hear me, children, who pro- 
fess to bo iny disciples! Ye are the 
light of the world, by whieh the world 
may Judge whether or no my gospel is 
a saving gospel" Ye members of 
Christian churches, is it not nn over- 
whelming fact that It depends on our 
lives what is the estimate the world 
will form of the religion we profess?

But your master 
would sing a different song if it were 
not for my bright eye In your socket,

How many a weary soul 
tossed in the storm, with hope and 
cournge failing, may find strength and 
spirit revive as It sees the divine light 
kindled by the grace of God In your 
soul shining out clear and true, as the 
sailor is cheered by the sight of the 
Diamond shon! light, which signals year | 
in and year out fifteen miles to sea- 
ward off Cape Hatteras, or the Cape 
Charles light burns upon the water 
front of old Virginia, or the Hog Island ; 
shoal lighthouse burns off Rhode Is- 
land, or the Braddock polnt lighthouse 
stands sentinel upon the banks of Lake 
Ontario! 
How necessary that the Christian's 
light should be always brigbt and shin-

shining through your windows of glass. 
Did it never occur to you, O lantern, 
that you would amount to naught un- 
less my light shone within you and 
through you?" Christian disciples, does 
it not occur to you that you nre as noth- 
ing and will continue to be as nothing 
asa divine light unless Christ's light is 
in you and shines through you? We 
must bave a divine fl. mne burning with- 
in us before we can be a divine light to 
a sinful and a dying world. 

But, though the divine fame within 
us is absolutely essential for the send- 
ing forth of a divine light out of our 
lives, how manny of Christ's professed 
disciples neglect imparting the holy 
fires within themselves which are al- 
ways burning at God's mercy seat! In 
ove of the heathen temples of the east 
I saw a fire which, the priest told me, 
had been in existence hundreds of 
years. ‘Those priests never allow that 
fire to go out. Have we always kept 
the divine flame burning within us? 
By dillgent and unceasing prayer, by 
continual reading of God's word, by 
holy communications with God's saints, 
by a pure, gentle, true, forgiving spirit, 
have we always fed the necessary fuel 
to the fires of our spiritual life? Like 
Enoch, have we been continually walk- 
ing band in hand with God? Do not 
think for one Instant that you can Im- 
pose upon the world an earthly flame 
as a heavenly light. 

Music For Music's Sake. 

A musician told me recently that she 
could Intuitively feel when she was 
playing whether or not the members of 
her audience loved music. If there 
were twenty listeners present and nine 
teen were merely pretending to be lov- 
ers of harmonxv,she would play over the 
heads of those nineteen to the twentl- 
eth, who loved music for music's sake. 
So in your life God knows whetber 
your light is a divine flame, and man 
also intuitively can separate the earth. 
ly light from the divine. Oh, so called 
Christian disciples, before you attempt 
to lend others to the cross get the dl- 
vine fires burning within you at the al- 
tars of your own hearts! Be not like 
the five foolish virgins with lamps, but 
with no divine oil for thelr lamps. 
Pray, pray. pray! Plead, plead, plead 
at the altars of mercy for this Nght! 
He only can make the spiritual fires 
burn within you. 

When the divine fires begin to burn 
within us, what bappens? Their influ- 
ence exerts itself all around us. Their 
power Is felt by the people with whom 
we come in contact. Thelr quickening 
rays fall on fields that we know not 
of and nourish and develop seed that 
may have been carried from remote 
sources, Many years ngo Mr. Beecher, 
homesick and lonely, was wandering 
through an Alpine village, where, to his 
surprise, he found some of the Amerl- 
can flowers growing in the gardens of 
the Swiss hamlets far from their na- 
tive soll. When our gospel light be- 
gins to shine it will develop spiritual 
plants in fields or rocky soll and in 
mountain ravines, far from the places 
we ever expect to find them. 

Spiritual Light Needed. 

Did you ever stop to think that spir» 
itun! seeds ure u great deal like the 
common seeds we plant in our gardens? 
Their development depends not more 
upon the soll thun the sunbeams which 
kiss them. “What is the matter with 
my garden?” I ask a nelghbor. “I bave 
bouglit exactly the same kind of seed 
os you. I have faithfully watered the 
ground every morning and evening, 1 
have dug out all my weeds as soon as 
they poked their green heads nbove the 
surface of the earth. Yet here am I 
with a few straggling plants looking 
for all the world as though they were 
dying from a fatal attack of typhoid 
in a ‘hospital of flowers,’ while you 
have roses gnlore and great, sturdy flo- 
ral beauties that are scattering their 
incense every whither.” „Ah,“ answers 
my neighbor. “you have starved your 
Plants for light. You have not given 
them the sun's vays. Make your garden 
not under the sbadow of a wall. Dig it 
in a place where the first sunbeam 
which dances over the eastern hills can 
play hide ow! acek among your roses. 
Give them surtight! Flowers, like veg- 
etables und harvest fields, must have 


light. They must have light!” All men 
Duve their spiritual seeds within them, 


even the lowest of soclal outcasts. 
These seeds may be developed. But 
what they need la spiritual ligbt. If 
you are the light of the world, it may 
be your privilege by the grace of God 
to quicken them into life. They are 
dormant now, but when the light im- 
Planted In your soul shines upon them 
they may awnke into vigorous life and 
bear fruit to the glory of God. What 
sinful man needs is gospel light, divine 
light, spiritual light. 

If this deduction is true, 1 would be 
careful how your spiritual light touches 
that drunkard or that beggar or that 
woman with a faded shawl who goes 
down under the gnslight. I would be 
careful how you speak to that man 
who cheats you in business and bas 
lied about you. The ancient Romans 
had a custom of placing a lighted lamp 
in the cofting of thelr dead, During 
the pontiticute of Paul III., when the 
coffin was dug up containing the body 
of Tullla, the daughter of Cicero, the 
famous orator, such a lamp was found 
among her bones. It was a strange 
iden to give the dead a light on their 
path beyond the grave, Better far is

Be Careful of False Lights. 

Would you have a simile of Miss Col- 
fax's unswer? As I, a seaman, sall 
over the sea of life I find I have been 
watching certain spiritual lights as 
Lake Ontario captains watch Michigan 
City lighthouse. If these spiritual 
lights had falled me I know tbat I 
would have been lost. It was my 
mother’s prayers, my father’s guid- 
ance; it was certain Christian leaders’ 
hands which led my right. As I was 
dependent upon the spiritual lights of 
others I know that others are watching 
your spiritual lights and mine. O 
man, O woman, be careful and not 
give out false lights to your fellow 
Christians. Be careful that you do not 
any one word which might lead some 
one to leave the right course. It was 
just a sentence, “I do not believe In the 
excitements of revivals,” uttered by 
the president of Princeton college, that 
kept. Aaron Burr from becoming a 
Christian and a man of God instead of 
a monster of iniquity. Watch well your 
lives lest your inconsistency causes 
some wenk soul to stumble. As Paul 
said Le would eat no meat while the 
world endured if meat caused his 
brother to offend, so do you beware 
lest your Indulgence dim the light 
which you should be giving. Ye are 
the light of the world. Ye are the 
lighthouses, standing sentinels over the 
rocks of sin upon which many a Chris- 
tlan craft will be wrecked If your light 
goes out. Burn brightly. Burn true. 
Ye are n guiding light. 

But 1 find the divine light In man 
looks after God's wenklings In a tem- 
poral as well as In a spiritual sense. 
Tt strives to lift the Iron heel of tytan. 
ny from the prostrate neck of the belp- 
less. It labors to prevent Injustice and 
crime and evil temptations of all sorts 
from walking unchallenged through 
our streets to be a menace to the lives 
of our boys and girls. it sees that 
one class of men shall not be allowed 
to quench this fiendish thirst for the 
Llood of another's arteries. Darkness 
is the symbol of sin. Light is the sym- 
bol of the gospel. The one mission of 
the gospel light Is to develop meh for 
Christ. The other mission is to burn 
out siu wherever found. In the light of 
the gospel we. ns Christian men and 
women, must go forth to plead for 
Christ with men In u spiritual sense, 
With the white slip of paper at the 


hallot box ve also must place the pro- 
tecting guards about them in a legal 
sense. 


Sunbeams Cure Disease. 

The sunbeams can cure physical dis- 
ense. The gospel light, if Christian 
People will only perform thelr Chris- 
tlan duties at the ballot box, will cure 
governmental disense. The late Dr, 
Nells Finsen by scientific investigation 
found that certain microbes would die 
under certain colored lights. We know 
that all governmental injustices and so- 
cial crimes and city temptations will 
disappear under the bright rays which 
may be flashed from the gospel light, 
Thus it is every Christinn's duty to see 
to It that as far aw lie may be able he 
shall have a Christian supervisor and 
a Christian common council and a 
Christian mayor and a Christian gov- 
ernor and a Christian congressman and 
a Christian senator and a Christian 
president of the United States, If 
Christlun church members will stand 
shoulder to shoulder at the ballot box 
the injustices and crimes and evil 
temptations which run rampant through 
our grent cities will no longer exist. 

But I bethink myself as I come to 
the close of this sermon on ''Tran- 
scendent Light” that I have two duties. 
The one is to the sérvant of Jesus 
Christ; the second ts to the man and 
the woman who bave not yet been 
willing to accept the Saviour’s love. 
The one is to the disciple of the Chris- 
tian light; the second is to the child of 
Satan, who 1s living in the darkness 
of sin. These are the two classes of 
my audience, There is no third group, 
for “be that is not with me is against 
me, and he that gathereth not with me 
scattereth abroad.” As I come to this 
closing part of my sermon! tremble 
with excitement. I know, as. you 
ought to know, the tremendous results 
of your decision, Why do 1 tremble? 
Because your father, your mother, your

to do so of your own accord. 

The gospel light, like that of the 
sun's light, with all of Its creating, 
saving power, Is the easiest of all great 
influences to be resisted. The light- 
nings strike everywhere.

With one 
blow they can split rocks and wreck | 
homes and dismantle trees. The sun's 
heat cannot be ignored, even if one 
would. When the hot summer months 
come, all who can do so flee from the 
cities and hie themselves away to the 
woods or the seashore, Closed doors 
and windows make the stifling air only 
the more oppressive, The poor little 
children moan and cry. The sick, if 
they are not taken away to the sea- 
shore or the high mountains, often die. 
The city parks are crowded with suf-

What is your eterni- 
ty to be? One moonlight night upon 
the Hudson river there came the quick 
ring of the pilot's bell, warning the en- 
gineer that danger was ahead. It was 
a Moonlight night. No boat was near. 
The ship was In midstream, so the en- 
gineer could not tell what the signal 
meant. He went at once to the pilot 
house. There he found the old pilot dy- 
ing. As he lifted up the prostrate man 
the pilot murmured: “It is dark. A 
mist has settled upon the river, and I 
cannot see. ‘Tell the captain It is dark 
and I enn't see.“ Oh, my friends, is 
your life's close to be shrouded in dark 
mists? Is your “river of death” to be 
in n spiritual sense like that of the 
Hudson river pilot—in an atmosphere 
dark, Impenetrably, awfully and ceter- 
nally dark?

Napoleon would have said to such, 
U Make your chance. You think, 
perhaps, that you can't make chances, 
but very often you can.

Denies Abuse Of Power. 


I deny your allegations wherein you say ''the eléction officials, partisans of 
yours, abused the powers conferred upon them by these laws, with the intent 
and to the effect of unfairly and Leary Ae chica the casting or the 
counting for me of the ball:ta of upward of , legally qualified and register- 
ed voters who attended at the polls to vote for me.“ If you were familiar with 
the election laws of the State you would not accuse the judges and clerks of 
election, who received and counted the votes, of being partisans or of giving an 
advantage to the candidate of either party, because you would know that the 
law provides that there shall be four jud and two clerks at each polling 
place; two judges and one clerk gelected by the Democratic party and two 
judges and one clerk selected by the Republican party. The registers are 
chosen in a similar manner. 

No vote can be registered, no vote can be received and no vote can be coun 
ted without the assent of at least one representative of each party, and after 
the counting has been completed the result’ must be certified as correct by all 
the judges of election representing both parties. Such certificate was signed 
by each of the four judges and two clerks in every voting precinct in each 
county of the First Con ional district. 

In addition to the fact that a bi partisan board of judges and cleiks of 
election certified to the correctness of he vote, the Boards of Election Super 
visors in the several counties of the district, compcsed of two Democrats and one 
Republican each, in an official letter to the Governor of Maryland stated that 
the election was conducted fairly and the law complied with. 

In this connection I call your attention icularly to a letter signed by all 
the Supervisors of Worcester County, in which you allege great irregularities, 
in which letter all the euperviecrs of election state: We can unhesitatingiv 
say that we know of no unfairness in the conduct of the recent election cr in 
the appointments and arrangements prior thereto. and that we know notbing in 
relation thereto that was improper in any respect.’’ 


Further Denials Made. 


Mr. Smith, in his answer, then goes on to deny the various allegations of 
fraud, irregularities and violations of the law made by Mr. Jackson. He de- 
nies that the form and arrangement of the ballot in some of the counties were 
agreed upon in secret by the two Democratic supervisors, ard also that in Som- 
erset county, the ‘‘type, style and appearance of the ballot were ingeniously 
contrived to make it as troublesome as possible for a Republican voter to mark 
his ballot.” He denies that 887 ballots marked for Mr. Jackson properly were 
not counted because they were misfolded. He refers to some of Mr. Jackeon’e 
charges as “‘splenetic.’’ The various Jackson allegations in reference to Kent, 
Queen Anne’s, Talbot, Worcester and other counties are specifically denied and 
a general denial is made as follows. 


I deny that in any voting precinct of any county of the First Congressional 
district any votes were counted for me that should not have been ceunted, or 
that any votes were rejected which should have been counted for 25 as al- 
leged in paragraphs 1 to 12, inclusive, cf your notice of contest, and I deny each 
and every item of the tabulated statements thérein contained. 


The taking of teatimony on behalf of Mr. Jackeon, it is stated, will begin im- 
mediately and the law grants him 40 days in which to complete his testimony, 
after which the same time is given to the contestee,
